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1. Real Party in Interest 



The real party in interest is First Data Corporation. 
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a. Whether Claims 6 and 16 are unpatentable over Weiss in view of Bator and 
further in view of Fite 

Claims 6 and 16 depend respectively from Claims 1 and 10 (via intermediate 



Claim 15). Tliese claims are believed to be patentable by virtue of their dependence from 
patentable claims.
